And 
the shadow deepens when the headline reads “We left 


them.alone only for a few minutes... .” 


For the 


stricken family, the shadow lasts a lifetime. 
No child (and, for that matter, no very old person) 


should ever be left alone. 


This is a vital Fire De- 


partment message, and it is backed by every resource 
of the Association of Canadian Fire Marshals and the 
Canadian Association of Fire Chiefs, not just at Fire 
Prevention Week, but throughout the year. 


There is a tragic monotony to 
many of the files on 1957 fires:in 
which 257 children were lost: six 
children die alone. in’ house ... 
Four tots suffocated, mother out, 


father at work ... Girl 6, dies

1. The sitter selected should have 

a sense of responsibility and 
should like the children and 
. preferably live in the neigh- 
borhood. : 
Instructions should be given in 
writing as well as orally— 
Where you are going and tele- 
phone number, or the same and 
number of someone to call in 
an emergency. Your telephone 
number and location of fele- 
phone. 

Emergency telephone numbers 

for FIRE, POLICE, DOCTOR. 

How to call the fire depart- 

ment. 

Location of exits. 

How to control the furnace or 

stove. 

Leave a flashlight in case of 

power failure. 

3. Guide to the sitter in emergen- 
cy: 
Get ‘the children safely out. 
Even if it’s cold, don’t wait: to 
dress them. Wrap them in a 
blanket. : 
Even the smell of smoke or 
gas is enough warning to call 
the fire department, or sum- 
mon help. Be sure to say ex- 
actly where you are. If you 
can, turn'on the front lights 
to attract attention. Don’t 
éver re-enter the house. Smoke 
or gas from a very small fire 
may be fatal. If you are trap- 
ped inside, remember that the 
air near the floor is usuffly 
better in a smoke-filled room. 

Inside, don’t turn on or off any 

electric: switches. This may 

create a spark, ignite gas 
vapors, and cause explosion. 

The Fire Chief has Information 
on child protection. If you do a 
fair amount of baby sitting, call 
him... He'll be delighted to hear 
that you mean business and, that 
like him, you are deeply concerned 
with the welfare of your charges. 


False alarmists

Because false fire calls endan- 
ger legitimate public safety, the 
law deals sternly with nitwit 
pranksters who turn in phony 
alarms. The Criminal Code of 
Canada prescribes up to a year in 
jail and stiff fines are also provid- 
ed in municipal ‘statutes. Many 
fire departments offer a reward 
for information leading to detec- 
tion of the culprit.

Common Sense In 
FIRE PREVENTION 


The success of any Fire Prevention Campaign 
will in my opinion depend upon the attitude of the 
home owner towards the national fire loss problem. 

Of the 1772 fires that occurred in Saskatche- 
wan during 1957, 1300 occurred in dwellings. Of the 
32 lives which were lost through fires in the same 
period, 29 occurred in the home. ~All 18 children 
were victims of home fires — victims of parents’ 
criminal carelessness. . 

The three leadimrg causes of home fires ate; 
smoker's carelessness, faulty ot improperly- fired 
stoves and furnaces, and faulty chimneys and flues. 
The majority of fire losses from these causes could 
have been prevented through a little care and 
caution on the part of the parent. ; 

The infamous practice of lighting or quickening 

, fires with a flammable liquid is still a potential 
killer, and despite repeated warnings issued from 
time to fime through the medium of newspapers, we 
still have parents who feel that they know the 
safe way to use this potent killer when operating 
and starting their cooking and heating appliances. 

Many mothers have left their children mother- 
less or have been the cause of the destruction of. 
their home and family by dry cleaning in the home 
using flammable petroleum products. 

\ Lightning is the leading cause of fires in rural 
areas having destroyed or partially damaged 64 
rural dwellings, and 14 other out buildings during 
the year 1957. The installation of a properly designed 
lightning rod protection system is the only known 
method of reducing this hazard. 

Electricity has become a favorite servant in both 
urban and rural communities. The hazards associated 
with this utility can be reduced to:a minimum if 
its users would insist upon safe wiring installations, 
the use of proper safety fuses, ‘and if they would 
properly maintain their appliances and use a rea- 
sonable amount of common sense in their application. 
» Fire prevention is common sense and the more 
judicious use that is made of this virtue, the fewer 
fires will be experienced. in our homes and places 
of business.

Warns agains 


A. warning against speculating 
in land for irrigation development 
in the South, Saskatchewan River 
dam project was given ‘by. Hon. 1. 
C. Nollet, minister of agriculture 
for the province. 


“Recent comments would indi- 
cate that some people expect land 
values to rise greatly in the ir- 
rigable area, but facts and figures 
show that those who,buy land on 
this assumption are taking a very 
long chance if they pay more than 
dry land values,” said Mr. Nollet. 

He backed up his statements 
with the following ‘points: 


The Province is committed un- 
der the South Saskatchewan River 
Agreement to initially construct 
works sufficient to irrigate about 
50,000 acres of land. Anyone of at 
least five. or six areas could be 
chosen: for this initial develop- 
ment. ‘Before the choice can be 
made, detailed soils and engineer- 
ing work will be required «as weil 
as determination of the wishes and 
intentions of those who live in the 
area, 


A land policy will be instituted 
as required to.control speculation, 
but principally to ensure use of: 
the water once the irrigation sys- 
tem is ready to operate.. Even land 
that looks perfectly level needs 
expensive preparation for irriga- 
jtion. It all needs. some levelling; 
probably the minimum cost will be 
around $20-$25 per acre and_ it 
will run up to $50 on many of the 
good irrigable soils of the area. 
In addition, the irrigation system 
on the farm itself must be devel- 
oped. These costs alone mean that 
there is no more than a minimum 
dry’land value in the land itself. 


Experience to date, in smaller 
projects developed by: the Conser- 
vation and Development Branch jn 
southern Saskatchewan and in re- 
cent developments on the St. 
Mary’s Project, have indicated 
that speculation is not a major 
problem in. reasonably good dry 
land farming areas. The main 
problem_has been to persuade dry 
land farmers to prepare their land 
for irrigation and use water.

News Report 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON — The Alberta 
government thas operied a new 
offensive in the drawn-out battle 
against high freight rates. 

Premier Manning has written 
* directly to Prime Minister Dief- 
enbaker, suggesting a federal 
operating subsidy as an alterna- 
tive to rate 
sought by Canada’s two major 
railways. 

He bases the suggestions on 
this argument: 

The full impact of the increas- 
es—which could be as high as 
33 per cent—would be felt by 
some 40 per cent of the nation’s 
shippers in the already hard-hit 
prairie provinces and the Mari- 
times. : 

If the railways are important 
to the country’s economy, he ar- 
gues, why not make all the 
people of Canada pay some of 
the cost of keeping them operat- 
ing? A federal subsidy would 
spread the burden evenly, he 
says. 

The lettér says it is time ‘for a 
“thorough ré-appraisal of the 
entire freight rate situation .-.” 
To grant the increases, it says, 
would be “so manifestly unfair 
as to be indefensible.” ~

prairie shippers. Iron and steel 
articles shipped from Toronto to 
Vancouver. go at a rate of $1.29 
per 100 pounds. The same items 
shipped to Alberta cost $2.82 per 
100 pounds ,even though the haul 
is some 800 miles shorter. ; 

The rate to Vancouver is low- 
er because it comes under the 
agreed charge setup—a competi- 
tive rate set by contract between 
the ‘railways and the shipper. 
The railway gets all.the shipp- 
er’s business, and in return the 
shipper gets a lower rate. 

Any increases authorized by 
the federal’ transport board 
would not .boost the agreed 


charges, which are in effect on |’ 


some 450 commodities. They 
would all be added to the already 
-high rates in the Fraleee and 
the Maritimes. 

-Premier “Manning says he 
wrote directly to the prime min- 
ister because experience has 
shown no help can be expected 
from the transport commission- 
ers. Meanwhile, the railways say 
if they don’t: get more revenue 
they’ll be unable to meet em- 
ployees’ wage ‘demands, and 
there may be a Srieying. nation- 
wide strike.

ATOMS FOR OIL—As predic- 
ted here some weeks ago, new 
attention is being focussed on 
northern Alberta’s fabulous 
Athabasca Oil Sands. Word 
comes from Ottawa that the fed- 
eral mines department is inter- 
ested in a proposal to use atomic 
explosions to free the oil from 
the sand: . 

Here’s how the process is sup- 
posed to work: The terrific heat 
from an underground nuclear 
blast would melt the. sand and 
leave a reservoir of oil which 
could be pumped from the sur- 
face. : 

Richfield Oil Corporation, a 
big U.S. concern with Canadian 
headquarters in Calgary, is pro- 

. moting the plan. It proposes to 
get the necessary nuclear device 
through ‘the U.S. government. 
One hurdle to be cleared is per- 
mission from the Alberta oil and 
gas conservation board, but there 
is little doubt this will be grant- 
ed. 

Increased interest in oil sands 
experiments is. due partly to a 
change in oil sands leasing regu- 
lations passed by the. govern- 
ment in 1955. Prior to that, any 
company that wanted to hold 
acreage had to start building a 
plant within a year. Now, a com- 
pany with lend in the sands can 
take its time and experiment un- 
til the government decides it is 
time for action. 

A number of other big com- 
panies are testing processes. Roy- 
alite Oil Co. and Cities Service 
Petroleum Corporation are work- 
ing on a process to. extract oil 
from surface deposits. Details are 
secret... Some major companies 
are interested’ in a process, de- 

’ veloped in Edmonton, which us-

FIRE PREVENTION MESSAGE 


AS THE Minister in 
charge of the‘ Saskat- 
chewan Fire Preven- 
tion Act, I am continu- 
ally confronted with 
statistics from the Fire’ 
Commissioner's Office 
showing heavy losses, 
both in property and 
lives. My job is to pro- 
mote the enactment of 
regulations in the sta- 
tute books of Saskat- 
chewan which will en- 
able the _ provincial 
Fire Commissioner and 
fire prevention officers 
to do their job ‘in a 
more effective way. 
While we in Sas- 
katchewan do have a 


Fire Prevention Act HON. C. C. WILLIAMS 
which gives the Fire 


Commissioner, his staff Minister of nabens % 
and local assistants (municipal fire chiefs or secret- 
ary-treasurer) a great deal of power to remove these 
hazardous conditions, or to prevent their coming into 
existence, I do not believe that legislation is the com- 
plete answer. We must have an AROUSED PUBLIC 
CONCERN regarding those conditions which have 
been known to cause destruction of life and property 
in our province, This, in my opinion, can best be 
accomplished through an educational program of 
the type being promoted by this newspaper. 

It is to our discredit that Canada leads the world 
in the. field of per capita fire losses; although in Sask- 
atchewan we boast of the lowest fire loss in the 
Dominion. However, our boasting can be short-lived 
if we should take an apathetic attitude towards the 
warnings which are continually. being published by 
our local’ newspapers. 

During the calendar year of 1957, 1,772 fires 
were reported in Saskatchewan, with da fire loss 
amounting to. $2,063,808.76. During the same period, 
however, 18 children, 6 women and 8 men lost their 
lives in Saskatchewan fires—a direct result of human 
carelessness. 

Our provincial and municipal officials have, and 
are leading the way towards a better record for fire 
safety. However, if they are to maintain this good 
record they must continue to receive the support of 
all Saskatchewan citizens. I can think of no finer 
way to demonstrate your interest than by adhering 
to provincial laws and regulations governing fire 
safety, and by following the fire sdfety rules in 
your homes and places of business. 

All councils, whether in towns, villages or ham- 
lets, should provide their local fire departments with 
the best equipment they can possibly afford. Such 
measures will permit these willing and _ public- 
- spirited members of local fire departments who vol- 
untarily offer their services to adequately protect life 
and property in the community.
